Ex. 14:16, Speak unto the children 
of Israel that they gfo forward. 

These words were spoken at a crit’-- 
ical time at the very outset of the 
life of the Israelites. The Egyptian 
army was pressing Njm ^fciind them 
with chariots and Lorsmgfif and they 
had no means of defence. The sea 
lay behind them and they had no 
means of crossing it. They com¬ 
plained to Moses, and spoke of graves 
and dying in the wilderness. Moses 
kept a bold front, and fold them the 
Lord would fight for them. He be- 
the divine voice said; “Wherefore 
criest thou unto Me? Speak Unto the 
children of Israel that they go for¬ 
ward. It was an inspiring word to 
them and it may he to us. 

These words contain all that is to 
he said about human progress. They 
express the fact that progress is to 
be the law of men’s affairs. They 
explain the Divine purpose which 
marks itself in theh story of human¬ 
ity. ,We can profitably look hack up¬ 
on the past if we seek lessons for the 
future. 

The words indicate the directions in 
which progress should be made. The 
first is to more knowledge. Progress 
in knowledge is essential in order to 
make progress in all other lines. Sir 
Isaac Newton, towards the close of 
his illustrious life, spoke of himself as 
a child who had gathered a few shellls 
on the shore of a boundless sea.

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Game Regulations 

A Copy of the game regulations for 
the 1920 season is to hand from the 
chief game warden. Of important in_ 
terest is the announcement that trap¬ 
ping of muskrats south of the North 
Saskatchewan river is prohibited at 
all times. This prohibition will con¬ 
tinue for a sufficient time to enable 
the rats to again become reasonably 
plentiful as at present there is scarce¬ 
ly any of these animals to be found in 
any section of the southern half of 
the province. 

Deer, moose and caribou can be 
hunted during November, apd up to 
Dec. 14. Duck and geese season ends 
Dec. 14. Grouse, prairie chicken 
and partridge season is on from Oct. 
15 to the end 6f the month. Hungar¬ 
ian partridge can be shot all through 
October, Mink, fisher, marten can 
be trapped, November, December, 
January, February and March while 
otter can sbe trapped from November 
to the end of April. Muskrat can be 
trapped north of the Saskatchewan 
river from November until the end of

40,000 Cars Needed 

The service of forty thousand rail¬ 
way cars will be needed for the trans¬ 
portation of this year’s grain crops 
from the western district of the Can¬ 
adian National Railways, officials of 
the amalgamated lines estimated re_ 
cently. 

From this territory it is estimated 
that the harvest to be removed by the 
National railway will include twenty- 
seven million bushels of wheat, ewefw 
ty million bushels of oats; five hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand bushels of 
flax; two million bushels of barley 
and fifty thousand bushels of rye. 

From these figures, officials of the 
Canadian National railways point out 
the task of providing sufficient cars 
and an adequate grain transportation 
service will be a gigantic one. They 
admit there is bound to be a car 
shortage. With an exceptionally 
heavy harvest, such a contingency 
cannot possibly be avoided, they say. 

But present and past arrangements 
will result in the shortage being as 
light as possible under the circum¬ 
stances and grain growers generally 
are asked to co-operate with the rail¬ 
way company in their effort to move 
all grains with a minimum of incon¬ 
venience to the shippers. 

Favors Reduction 

Of The Tarriff 

Reduction of the tariff to give the 
farmers opportunities to buy in the 
open market, was requested by the 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, provincial 
minister of agriculture, who was the 
chief witness before the tariff com¬ 
mission sitting at Edmonton recently. 

“Alberta farmers have to compete 
in the open market for the sale of 
their goods. All that they ask is that 
they have the privilege of buying im¬ 
plements of production in the same 
manner. The reduction of the tariff 
burden will enable hem to prosper.” 
he said. 

“The increase of exports will bring 
revenue to the Dominion this year and 
the best means of securing this in¬ 
crease Will be to remove the tariff on 
farm implements.” he continued. 

He pointed out that the farmer can¬ 
not possibly benefit by the present 
tariff. He has to compete in the open 
market for the sale of his crops. As 
an example, Mr. Marshall pointed out 


I 

that this year no Britiigr buyers were 
in the market and thM consequently 
the price of wheat yias undergone 
fluctuations which will mean money 
lost to every farmer; 

He asked that the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment demand that the British gov¬ 
ernment act fairly toward the Cana¬ 
dian livestock grower and remove 
the embargo on cattle. 

Mr. Marshall continued by assert_ 
ing that the development of the live¬ 
stock trade in the Dominion is a mat¬ 
ter of vital importance and- that the 
embargo maintained by the British 
government is an example of protec¬ 
tion carried to the limit. 

He concluded by asking that the 
basis, and the element of protection 
deducted. 


No More Luxury Tax? 

There is a strong probability that 
the coming session of parliament will 
see considerable variation in the tax¬ 
ation measures of the government. 

The business profits tax is likely to 
go, and possibly the luxury tax may 
be replaced by the sales tax. It will 
be recalled that the business tax was 
renewed this year despite very strong 
objections from business interests, 
which represented it to be an imped¬ 
iment to commercial and industrial 
expansion. The minister of finance 
took- the stand that money had to be 
raised, and this was a. tried and prov_ 
en source of revenue. The additional 
taxes levied and the revenues accru¬ 
ing from them suggest the dropping of 
the tax on business in the next 
budget. There is also talk, but less 
of it, of modifing the luxury tax.
